Columbus, Dec. 23.— Governor Don- 
ahey has ordered an investigation to 
determine whether the 1925 auto li­ 


cense plates are defective. 
More than 1,000,000 plates now in 
the hands of auto owners or being 
distributed by deputy registrars are 


involved. 
If they are found wholly 
defective, it may be necessary to re­ 
call them and 
purchase 
new tags 
from an outside source, since the pen­ 
itentiary plant would be unable to 
manufacture new ones in the limited 
time available. 
Professor James R. Withrow, head 
of the department of chemical engi­ 
neering at Ohio State university, was 
named by the governor to conduct 
the investigation, which was ordered 
after several complaints had been re­ 
ceived that black paint used to bring 
out the numerals on the tags had 
washed off in the rain. 
Secretary of 
State Brown also notified John E. 
Harper, director of welfare, that the

more tags from 
the penitentiary until the investiga­ 
tion is completed. 
Trouble over the tags firsit arose 
last summer, when, after 600,000 had 
been manufactured, Warden Thomas 
discovered the paint would crack if 
the plates were bent. 
The governor 
appointed H. B. Briggs, state archi­ 
tect, and Secretary of State Brown 
named Chalmers R. Wilson, auto reg­ 
istrar, to 
conduct an investigation. 
They reported the tags were not fully 
meeting the requirements, but recom­ 
mended that their manufacture go on. 
The present difficulty, however, is 
considered much more serious. 
If the 
paint for the numbers is not “ fast,” 
value of the tags tor police purposes 
or for identification is destroyed. 
If 
Professor Withrow finds that a great 
many of the plates are faulty, he will 
be asked whether the paint is of poor 
quality or wnether its applh ation was 
improper. 
Officials were inclined to 
lay the blame to the paint, which was 
purchased from a Pittsburgh concern, 
which is under $20,000 bond to fur­ 
nish the right quality, and if 
the 
chemist’s report shows it to be in­ 
ferior, the state probably will makoi 
an effort to collect on the bond.

San Diego , Oal.—There is a direct 
relatio n, between the tem perature o f 
the o cean and the seaso nal rainfall in 
the sam e regio n, acco rding to Geo rge 
F, M cEwen o f the Bio lo g ical institute 
at La J o lla. Cal., who has reached this 
co nclusio n after ex tended research. 
Using this theo ry, Mr. McEwen has 
predicted that the rainfall in San D i­ 
eg o and vicinity this year wo uld be 
live Inches mo re than the average fo r 
the last eig ht y ears. 
Acco rding to 
the hy po thesis, lo w summer tem pera­ 
tures in the o cean mean increased 
rainfall in the winter, and higher tem ­ 
peratures indicate less precipitatio n. 
“ T he m o isture o f the air o ver the 
No rth 
Pacific o cean,’’ ex plained Mr. 
M cEwen, 
“Is co ntinually replenished 
by evapo ratio n fro m the o cean sur­ 
face. 
The amo unt o f the water vupo r 
available fo r precipitatio n upo n the 
land Is pro po rtio ned to the mass o f 
air flo wing In fro m the o cean. 
“ It has lo ng been kno wn that a high 
pressure urea o ver the No rth Pacific, 
centered 1,000 m iles o r mo re w est o f 
San 
Luis Obispo , reaches Its m ax i­ 
mum intensity In lute summer and 
dim inishes till abo ut February , when 
in so me y ears It disappears entirely , 
and again increases to a summer m ax ­ 
imum. 
Therefo re u summer In which 
the o cean ‘high' is relatively great 
sho uld 
be fo llo wed 
by 
a relatively 
g reat transfer o f air landward during 
the winter o r rainy seaso n. 
“ Num ero us baro m etric o bservatio ns 
o ver the o cean, suitably distributed 
bo th in space and time, wo uld serve 
to determ ine the amo unt o f air fo rm­ 
ing 
the 
Pacific 
‘hig h.’

Vigilance and K n o w led ge o f Varieties 


Will Help Greatly . 
Hints designed to help Ohio farm­ 
ers avoid losses 
from buying 
poor 
seed are included in a four-page leaf­ 
let now* off the .press at the Ohio State 
university. 
“Do you know what you buy? 
Is it 
. lean and free from weed seeds” asks 
.1. S. Cutler, ¡extension specialist in 
farm crops at the State university and 
author of the leaflet. Crop 
Talk 
for 
December. 
“The past season several 
growers 
reported something w?rong with their 
newly Needed 
alfalfa. 
Examination 
showed these fields to be practically 
pure stands 
of yellow trefoil. 
This 
meant the loss not only of the money 
expended for seed, (but also a loss of 
the time, money and labor involved 
In preparing the seedbed and in seed 
ing the crop. 
, 
“This may have been due to mten* 
tional substitution and misrepresenta­ 
tion by the wholesaler 
dealers, *tho 
such mistakes are often due to errors 
in labeling. Anyway, the local dealer 
does not detect the mistake and the 
farmer pays the bill. 
If both buyer 
and 
seller know the characteristics 
of the seed and if farmers deal only 
with reliable firms that make seeds 
their 'specialty such losses are unlikely 
to happen. 
“Substitutes in 
seeds,” 
the crops 
specialist 
continues, 
“rarely 
.pay. 
When you ask for a particular variety 
which you know is adapted to your 
lmeds. don’t let the dealer sell you 
something alleged 
to 
be 
as good. 
Variety substitution is especially like­ 
ly with soybeans. 
Mammoth yellow 
soybeans, for example, (ho shipped by 
the carload to Ohio each year, will 
not mature in this state.” 
Origin of the seed, Mr. Cutler con 
eludes, is always important. That, he 
explains, is why it is always best to 
use native-grown 
clover 
seed 
and 
northern grown alfalfa seed.

ROAD PROBLEMS 


Highway D*** artm nt ShouM b* Taken 
Out < f Po’ilici, 
That the state highway department 
bp taken 
from 
politics 
and that a 
board pf highway commissioners with 
v t » ond : pop nnve powers be created 
was cv:o¥ *L!M onday noon, by way 
resolution of a secret session *of 
representatives of the highway depart­ 
ment, Ohio Farm Bureau, Ohio Good 
Roads federation, national automobile 
and state associations and other auto­ 
motive associations. 
The resolution 
presumed 
to the 
meeting, which was attended by about 
15, was “The sense of this meeting be 
that Ohio take the highwav depart­ 
ment out of politics.” 
Following this it 
was 
suggested 
that a board of highway commission­ 
ers vested with appointive and veto 
power, to consist of a dean of engi­ 
neering 
and four 
other 
men, 
be 
created. 
The meeting was called by C. A. 
Dyer, of the Ohio Grange and Farm 
Bureau federation, Highway Director 
Boulay and President Brosseau of the 
American 
Automobile 
association, 
primarily for the purpose of ironing 
out the state highway department in 
its recent budget to be put before the 
coming legislature. 
The 
appointment 
of the highway 
commission was suggested by Mr, Mc­ 
Donald. member of the federal high­ 
way department who declared in his 
opening of the meeting that the pres­ 
ent method of road taxation placed 
upon the farmer is unfair. 
He pointed out that if the highway 
department was taken 
from politics 
that, 
a stabalization 
would 
be ac­ 
complished whereas af .piesent under 
the appointive, plan this is impossible. 
Senators J. A- Atwood and W. A. 
■\lsdorf who 
were 
present 
at the 
meeting,declared themselves in favor 
of such a commission if this commis­ 
sion could be one of power and not a 
p:’,ner commission. 
State Highway Director Boulay, in 
a talk before 
the conference, 
said* 
“As long as a governor has power to 
appoint the director will the depart­ 
ment be in politics.”
